PURPOSE: To decide the forgery of an ID card including personal data and 
a photograph by checking the density change of picture points of a photographic 
data part in the main scanning direction or subscanning direction, and when 
the period does not coincide with the resolution of a printer used for printing 
out the photographic data, deciding the ID card as a false one. 

CONSTITUTION: The device is provided with a means for reading out personal 
data and a means for reading out data recorded in a photographic part. Whether 
the relation of these data coincides with a rule or not is checked to check 
the validity of the ID card. Namely, the read personal data, a part of the data, 
or data obtained by converting the personal data based upon a fixed conversion 
expression are compared with data read out from the photographic part. When 
both the contents coincide with each other, the ID card is decided as a correct 
one, and if any difference is included between both the contents, the ID card 
is decided as a forged one. Consequently, the forgery of the ID card including 
the personal data and the photograph can simply be decided.

PURPOSE: To improve operability and to secure highly efficient security by 
updating the registration of priority order from an external terminal equipment. 

CONSTITUTION: When a certification(CF) command is applied from the 'terminal 
equipment 10, CF data are read out to a CF data area 22 in an ID card 20. 
Whether the read CF data coincide with the CF data inputted by a user to 
the terminal equipment 10 in accordance with the priority order indicated by 
order data in an order data area 23 or not is decided. The registration of the 
priority order is allowed to be updated from the external terminal equipment. 
Even if the collating procedure of the ID card is known by a third person, 
the card is not invalidly accessed by the third person by changing the priority 
order and its security can be improved. Since the ID card can be accessed 
by the same collating procedure until the priority order is changed, the 
operability can be improved.

PURPOSE: To prevent card access from being interrupted by storing date informa- 
tion in plural positions of a data memory, and if the date information can 
not be read out from one position at the time of reading out the date informa- 
tion from the data memory, reading out it from the other position. 

CONSTITUTION: In the case of executing a transaction in a shopping mode 
in Japan e.g., a CPU 28 reads out Japanese date information from the storage 
area 31a, of a date information storage area 31a in the data memory 31. If 
the date information can not be read out from the storage area 31a,, the CPU 
28 reads out the date information from the storage area 31b, of a date informa- 
tion storage area 31b in the data memory 31. When the date information can 
be read out from the area 31b! , the CPU 28 stores the date information in 
the storage area 31a, to update the area 31a,. When the transaction is executed 
by using the date information and the data information can not be read out 
from both the areas, error processing is executed, so that card access can be 
prevented from being interrupted.
